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DIRECTIONS  FOR  CULTURE. 


POT  CULTURE  —Plant  the  bulbs  in  rich  garden  mould,  mixed  with  one-third  sand,  leaving  only  the 
top  of  bulb  exposed.  Choice  Named  Varieties  should  be  used  for  this  special  purpose,  as  they  will  produce  larger 
spikes  of  bloom  and  more  brilliant  shades  of  color.  Water  freely,  and  place  the  pot  in  a  dark,  cool  cellar  (away 
from  frost)  for  six  or  seven  weeks,to  allow  a  vigorous  growth  of  roots.  They  should  then  be  removed  to  a  light, 
warm  room  or  conservatory,  which  will  force  them  to  bloom  in  two  or  three  weeks'  time.  A  continuous  display 
of  bloom  may  be  had  during  the  entire  winter  by  bringing  in  a  few  pots  at  intervals  of  two  or  three  weeks  apart. 
Six  or  seven  inch  pots  are  the  most  useful  sizes. 

GLASS  CULTURE.— For  this  purpose  single  Hyacinths  are  preferable,  they  flower  more  freely, 
earlier,  and  produce  finer  colors.  Glasses  can  also  be  used  for  ornamental  and  decorative  purposes  in  the  parlor 
and  sitting-room,  and  may  be  changed  around  whenever  needed,  with  very  little  inconvenience.  Place  the  bulb 
in  the  glass,  allowing  the  water  to  come  as  close  to  the  roots  as  possible  without  touching.  Then  put  away  in  a 
dark,  cool  closet  till  the  roots  have  made  a  growth  of  from  five  to  six  inches  deep,  when  they  should  be  removed 
to  a  light,  warm  room.  As  the  water  evaporates,  fill  up  as  before,  and  change  every  two  weeks.  A  small  piece 
of  charcoal  in  the  water  is  beneficial. 

OPEN-GROUND  CULTURE.— For  a  good  effect,  the  bulbs  should  be  planted  in  rows  or  designs, 
and  selected  from  our  Separate  Varieties,  so  as  to  show  the  combinations  of  color,  which  is  a  great  improvement 
over  mixed  beds.  Plant  in  October,  six  inches  apart  each  way,  and  five  inches  deep,  using  rich  soil,  well 
manured.  Care  must  be  taken  not  to  press  the  earth  too  firmly  around  the  bulbs,  so  as  to  allow  free  drainage. 
At  the  approach  of  freezing  weather,  cover  to  the  depth  of  four  or  five  inches  with  straw  or  litter,  removing 
same  early  in  the  spring.

A   FEW   DIRECTIONS   FOR  FORMING 
nUSHROOM  BEDS. 

The  Mushroom  is  one  of  the  most  profitable  crops  grown, 
especially  in  the  vicinity  of  large  cities,  where  the  demand,  at 
all  seasons,  is  far  in  excess  of  the  supply. 

The  bestiime  for  making  mushroom  beds  is  in  August  and 
September,  as  in  the  fall  months  the  natural  heat  is  sufficient 
to  cause  the  spawn  to  germinate  freely,  and  the  beds  made  then 
ought  to  bear  freely  before  and  up  to  Christmas.  Mushrooms 
can  be  grown  in  sheds,  cellars,  caves,  under  benches  in  green- 
houses, and  in  regular  mushroom  houses. 

In  preparing  the  materials,  collect  sufficient  fresh  horse 
droppings  to  form  the  desired  size  of  bed,  spreading  them  out 
in  an  airy  shed  to  dry,  and  turning  them  frequently.  When 
in  a  proper  state  as  to  dryness,  which  will  soon  be  learned  by 
experience,  make  these  into  a  bed  from  nine  inches  to  one  foot 

thick,  beating 
them  firmly  togeth- 
er. If  the  drop- 
pings have  been 
properly  prepared, 
gentle  fermenta- 
tion will  soon  com- 
mence, and  when 
tbe  temperature  of 
the  bed  is  from  75° 
to  80°,  with  no 
danger  of  it  rising 
higher,  put  in  the

spawn.  This  is  done  by  making  shallow  holes, 
about  nine  inches  apart,  inserting  pieces  of  spawn  about  the  size  of 
a  hen's  egg,  and  covering  with  the  dung,  pressing  this  closely  about 
the  spawn.  It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the  temperature  of 
the  bed  should  not  decline  below  75°,  nor  rise  above  80°  for  a  month 
after  spawning.  Within  a  fortnight  after  putting  in  the  spawn,  cover 
the  bed  about  two  inches  thick  with  good  mellow,  moist  soil,  making 
this  firm ;  and  if  under  this  a  covering  one  or  two  inches  thick  of 
cow  dung,  in  about  the  same  state  as  to  moisture  as  the  soil,  can  be 
afforded,  this  will  cause  the  bed  to  last  longer,  and  also  to  produce  a 
larger  crop  than  if  covered  with  soil  only.  The  most  suitable  tem- 
perature for  beds  in  bearing  is  50°  to  55°,  and  as  a  high  temperature 
causes  the  Mushrooms  to  come  small,  this  should  be  avoided.  Wat- 
ering beds  in  bearing  often  causes  the  small  Mushrooms  to  damp  off; 
therefore,  water  only  when  the  bed  ceases  to  be  productive,  and 
then  use  the  water  about  the  same  temperature  as  the  bed. 

Be  sure  that  the  Mushroom  Spawn  you  buy  is  good.  Half  of  the 
failures  can  be  traced  to  the  use  of  cheap,  worthless  Spairn.
